- I'ir,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Hunter  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  again  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report,  \diich  covers 
the  various  .aspects  of  public  health  in  your  Rural  District,  for  the  year 

1966. 


Daring  the  year  good  ne.ws  v;as  received  from  the  llnistry  of  Health 
about  the  future  fate  of  Holbeach  Hospital.  It  appeared  that  the  Sheffield 
Regional  Hospital  Board  decided  that  Holbeach  Hos'oital  should  be  retained, 
a change  of  heart  that  occurred  after  the  Board  had  heard  representations 


from  this  council  and  the  general  practitioners.  It  is  good  to  kno;/  that 
local  viev;s  are  taken  into  account  in  this  v:ay.  Much  has  been  said  and 
written  about  the  supposed  advonta.gos  of  large  units  of  local  government 
but  I doubt  v/hether  they  \;ould  be  so  able  or  willing  to  press  for  local 
wishes  to  be  met. 


The  estimate  of  home  population  supplied  by  the  General  Register 
Office  for  mid-year  I966  was  21,680  which  is  80  less  that  the  estimate  for 
the  previous  year.  The  corresponding  figure  10  years  ago  in  I956  was 
23,160.  iliile  there  are  still  more  births  than  deaths  registered  in  the 
District,  it  continues  to  shoi/  s.  gradual  decline  in  population. 


There  were  308  live  births  registered  diiring  the  year,  13  of  them 
being  illegitimate.  The  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  was  I4.2,  a low 
figure  compared  with  the  National  birth  rate  for  the  year,  17, 7. 

During  I966  there  1102:0  272  deaths  from  all  causes,  20  more  than  in 
the  previous  year.  The  deoih  raie  per  1,000  popula^tion  './as  12.5,  which  is 
above  the  National  death  rate  of  11,7#  The  corrected  death  rate,  obtained 
by  using  a correction  factor  surplied  by  the  General  Register  Office  that 
tewces  into  account  the  fact  that  the  District  has  an  above  average  proportion 
of  elderly  people  \/as  only  11, 4 v however,  Dy  far  the  comiiionost  c-auses  of 
death  v;ere  the  various  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  './hich  accounted 
for  98  deaths,  or  36,  of  rhe  total,  zj-l  deaths  were  due  to  coronary  artery 
disease,  a condition  ..iiich  tends  to  affect  more  men  than  womens  there  were 
25  male  and  I6  female  deaths.

Malignant  uisease  jn  its  various  forms  v/as  the  next  most  comnion 
and  accounted  for  58  deaths  or  18,4^  of  the  total,  8 of  these  deaths 
v^eie  due  to  lung  cancer,  another  condition  \.'’hich  affects  far  more  men  than 
./ornen,  T.j.is  is  a disease  \;hich  could  be  largely  prevented  if  only  people 
would  heed  the  oft-repeated  './arning  not  to  smoke  cigaarettes. 
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The  third  cornrnonest  cause  of  death  was  strokes,  accounting  for  42  deaths 
or  15*  5/-  of  the  total 

The  statistics  relating  to  mothers  and  inf  .ants  a,re  to  he  found  in  the 
body  of  the  report*  I do  not  kno:;  how'  many  pregna^ncies  may  have  ended  in 
abortion  in  the  first  fe'./  months,  but  311  pregnancies  resulted  in  the 
delivery  of  a baby.  Not  all  of  these  babies  survived,  and  9 mothers  had  the 
trag’edy  of  either  a stillbirth,  or  a,  baby  \7ho  died  in  the  first  year  of  life. 
There  v;ere  3 stillbirths,  4 babies  died  in  the  first  \/oek  of  life,  and  2 died 
\;hen  they  were  over  a month  old.  These  a.re  small  numbers,  but  they  represent 
a gTeat  dea,l  of  heartache  for  the  people  concerned. 


Infectious  diseases  caused  very  little  trouble  during  the  year.  Three 
food  handlers  'u^ho  live  in  ^nur  rura,l  district,  but  'work  in  a neighbouring 
district,  had  to  be  excluded  from  './ork  toi/ards  the  end  of  the  year  because 
they  ’./ere  found  to  be  carriers  of  a food  poisoning  g’erm. 


For  the  15th,  successive  year  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  '//ere 
notified  in  the  rural  district,  this  disease  having  been  controlled  by  mass 
immunization  of  the  conmiunity.  There  is  little  doubt  that  measles  wall  be 
the  next  disease  to  be  virtually  eradica.ted  by  immuniza,tion  and  there  is  no 
medical  reason  //hy  this  should  not  be  done  this  very  3^oar,  It  is  clear  that 
in  the  foreseeable  future,  the  coiiimunity  \/ill  have  to  continue  to  maintain 
a high  level  of  immunity  against  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis,  and  probably 
measles,  by  artificial  immunization.  If  the  gener.al  level  of  immunity'-  is 
allo\/ed  to  drop  the  ”oradica,ted'’  diseases  could  ;/ell  return  with  increased 
virulence. 


vliile  it  would  hardly  bo  true  to  sc/y  thal  your  District  has  a housing 
problem  of  a'ny  great  magnitude,  it  is  true  that  there  is  still  scope  for 
further  progress.  The  Council  has  869  pre~\/ar  council  houses  ‘which  are 
lacking  in  one  or  other  of  the  modern  aunenities  such  as  hot  v/ater  systems, 
inside  VhCo,  and  fixed  belhs,  and  so  need  '/orks  of  improvement.  I am  glad 
to  be  able  to  state  that  a good  start  was  made  in  1966,  'with  the  improvement 
of  72  houses  at  Gedney.  The  \/ell  designed  improvement  scheme  \/ill  provide 
these  houses  ./ith  all  the  usual  modern  amenities,  a.nd  I am  s'ure  the  tenants 
'will  appreciate  the  consecptient  improvement  in  living  standards. 

During  the  year  the  Council  acquired  a rail'./ay  crossing  house  that 
was  surplus  to  rail/. ay  requirements,  with  a Y±e\.  to  converting  it  to  provide 
accommodation  for  a family  //hose  'problems  might  well  preclude  their  being 
rehoused  in  an  ordinary  council  house.  I am  sure  that  such  ” intermediate 
accommodation”  will  be  Yexj  useful,  and  it  could  v/ell  ha^ppen  that  as  further 
problem  cases  crop  up  the  Council  might  'i/ish  to  consider  providing  more  than 
one  such  house. 

In  planning  the  provision  of  ne//  housing,  shre'v/d  guesses  or  prophecies 
have  to  be  rmde  about  future  needs.  Looking  ahea,d  10  or  20  years,  it  seems 
likely  that  only  the  urbanized  parishes  of  Holbeach,  Long  Sutton  and 
Sutton  bridge  //ill  maintain  or  increase  their  -population.  It  is  also  likely 
that  the  proportion  of  people  of  ]pensionable  age  //ill  rise  as  the  drift  from

the  land  mainly  affects  younger  age  groups.  Taking  these  tv/o  predictions 
together  they  point  to  the  need  to  provide  r?jnple  accoijmiodation  for  old  people 
in  Holbeach,  Long  Sutton  and  Sutton  Bridge, 

Holbeach  already  has  a satisfactory  grouped  bungalou  scheme,  and  I 
suggest  that  in  Long  Sutton  and  Sutton  Bridge  there  \7ill  edso  be  a need  for 
suitable  accommodation  for  the  aged.  Interesting  schemes  have  been  developed 
by  a number  of  other  authorities  recently,  providing  one  bedroom  flatlets  and 
cormiiunity  facilities,  wardens  and  bell  \;arning  systems,  as  \/g11  as  conventional 
grouped  bungalov/s. 

In  conclusion,  I \/ould  like  to  express  my  thank  to  the  Ilembers  of 
the  Council  for  their  courtesy,  and  to  the  family  doctors  for  their  co-operation, 
I count  myself  as  very  fortunate  in  halving  such  colleagues  a,s  Mr,  Hitchings 
and  the  other  officers  in  the  Public  health  Bepartment,  and  I am  gra.teful  for 
their  help  and  hard  v;ork.

and  Sutton  Bridge,  It  occupies  about  one  third  of  the  Holland  Division 
of  Lincolnshire,  To  the  North  is  the  Lktsh,  to  the  East  the  Marshland 
Rural  District  in  the  County  of  Norfolk  and  the  Nisbech  Rural  District 
in  the  Isle  of  Ely,  The  Y/isbech  Rural  District  aJso  borders  the 
Southern  pamt  of  the  District  whilst  to  the  Nest  is  the  Spalding  Rural 
District  in  the  County  of  Linclonshire.

Food  poisoning: 

There  nere  four  cases  of  Saliaonella  typhimurium  food  poisoning  at 
■lhaplode  Drove.  This  organism  keeps  cropping  up  in  sporadic  cases,  in  South 
Holland  as  in  the  rest  of  the  country  and  can  cause  a severe  illness.  One 
of  the  cases  at  Diianlode  Drove  *i/as  ill  for  3 './eeks. 

Hon-bacterioH  gastro-enteritis 


In  June  there  nas  an  outbreak  of  vomitimg  illness  at  Dutton  school. 

More  than  half  the  70  pupils  \;ere  affected,  and  several  of  them  vomited  in 
school.  The  illness  nas  sudden  in  onset,  but  lasted  only  tuo  days  on  average. 
Samples  v;ere  submitted  for  bacteriology,  including  the  residue  of  the  school 
meal,  but  none  of  the  usual  intestinal  pathogens  vrere  found.  There  have  been 
articles  in  the  medical  press  suggesting  that  some  of  these  mysterious 
vomiting  outbrea^ks  may  be  due  to  hysteria, but  the  children  I sscvi  at  the 
school  on  the  dcuy  of  the  outbreolo  all  seemed  calm,  and  there  was  no 
evidence  of  hysteria.

The  anal^^st  reports  the  soiiiples  are  practically  clear  and  bright  in 
appears^nce,  neutral  in  reaction  and  free  from  metals  apart  from  a negligible 
trace  of  iron  in  the  Pinchbeck  water.  The  v/ater  is  hard  in  character  but 
not  to  an  excessive  degree,  it  contains  no  excess  of  mineral  constituents  and 
is  of  a very  satisfactory  organic  quality. 

From  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  anal^/’sis  these  results  are  indicative 
of  a pure  and  v/holesorne  water  suitable  for  xmblic  supply  purposes. 

The  table  on  page  17  gives  details  of  domestic  supplies  to  the 
separate  parishes  within  the  rizral  district.

Surveillance  of  Water  Workers 


Boring  the  past  year,  the  South  Lines,  l/ater  Board  continued  to  rely 
on  the  district  council  medical  officers  of  health  for  advice  on  the 
mediccal  aspects  of  water  supply,  on  an  informal  basis.  New  entrants  to 
employment  v/ith  the  v/ater  undertaking  have  blood  specimens  taken  for  a 
Widal  test,  to  rule  out  the  possibility  of  their  being  carriers  of 


typhoid  fever,  and  all  water  workers  have  bacteriological  exajui nations  of 


faeces  and  urine  at  regular  intervals. 


Fluoride  content  of  water. 

In  this  district  the  water  is  deficient  in  natura.!  fluoride,  only 
0.1  - 0.4  parts  per  million  being  present,  instead  of  the  optimum  1 part 
per  million?  thus  the  teeth  of  children  and  adults  who  gro\7  up  here  do 
not  have  this  natural  protection  against  dec8.y. 

Although  the  Ministry  of  HesWth,  the  British  Medical  Association  and 
the  British  Dental  Association,  all  endorse  artificial  fluoridation 
( i.e.  raising  the  fluoride  level  of  water  to  1 p*pm, ) as  a safe  and 
effective  measure  it  has  been  made  into  a highly  controversial  "hot  potato 
by  the  propaganda  efforts  of  the  antifluoridationist  National  Pure  Water 
Association. 


One  can  well  understand  why  members  of  local  health  authorities  may 
prefer  to  let  this  important  X3ublic  heeath  measure  go  by  default,  rather 
than  plunge  into  a particularly  heated  controversy,  and  once  again  I hav 
to  report  that  no  action  has  been  taken  by  the  County  Council  during  the 
year  to  submit  any  scheme  to  the  Water  Boa,rd  for  addition  of  fluoride 
to  woker  supplies  hYhich  are  deficient  in  this  trace  element.

A tender  of  £752,3162  9s  Id.  wa,s  a.ccepted  by  the  Council  and, 
amoproved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Loca.1  Government.  The  work  v/a.s 
expected  to  commence  on  the  1st.  Janua.ry,  19  67. 

Long  Sutton  and  Sutton  Bridge  Sowera..ge  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 

Discussions  took  pla.ce  between  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers, 
the  County  Planning  Officer  and  the  Officers  of  the  Council  over  the  Ourea  of 
development  to  be  sewered  in  these  townships. 

Small  Sev/age  Disposal  Plants 

Five  plants  were  talcen  over  during  the  yea.r.  These  were  Layens 
Site  at  Holbeach  Ilurn,  Pywell  Avenue  a.t  Holbeach,  Cherry  Close  at  Fleet, 
Hinston  Close  at  Gedney  Drove  End  and  Main  Road/Albert  Avenue  a^t  Gedney, 
D-jellings  served  by  these  plants  a.re  130  in  number  - 54  on  new  estates  and 
76  in  respect  of  modernisation  work  at  existing  estates.

The  Public  Health  Department  is  no\7  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  44 
sev/age  disposal  plants  ?/ith  48  automatically  operated  ejector  stations.  35  of 
the  plants  serve  Council  estates,  8 serve  County  Council  establisliments  and  1 a 
Cheshire  Home. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  35  plants  at  Council  estates  serve  a 
total  of  1,050  duellings.  This  means  that  14)^  of  the  dvvellings  in  the  district 
alread;^^  have  the  amenity  of  main  drainage.  There  are,  of  course,  in  addition, 
a number  of  sewage  disposal  plants  serving  hospitals,  factories  and  other 
premises. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a Sub-committee  v/as  set  up  to  consider  all 
aspects  of  sewage  plant  maintena.nce.  As  a result  it  ?7as  agreed  to  provide  for 
a weekly  check  visit  to  all  plants  in  addition  to  the  normal  weekly  maintenance 
visit.  Normal  maintenance  visits  are  carried  out  by  two  men  in  a light  van. 

A new  van,  replacing  the  nine-year  old  one,  was  obtained  during  the  year. 

Public  Conveniences 


Male  and  female  public  conveniences  have  been  provided  at  Holbeach,  Long 
Sutton  and  Sutton  Bridge.  They  are  provided  Yilth  v/ash  basins,  cold  v/o.ter  supplies, 
soap  dispensers  and  paper  towels.  Maintenance  is  carried  out  by  part-time  joint 
caretakers  under  the  supervision  of  the  Housing  Department. 

The  Council  possesses  temporary  tyx)e  sa.nitary  conveniences  and  these  are 
loaned  out  for  fetes,  sports  and  other  outdoor  events  on  request  to  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

PH3LIC  CLEiHTSINC 

Duties 


The  Public  Health  Department's  responsibilities  include  refuse  and  salvage 
collection  and  disposal,  cesspool  and  vault  emptying  and  disposal,,  sanitary  pal 
emptyi.ng  and  disposal,  street  catchpit  emptying,  sev/er  ma.intenance  and  cleansing, 
sewage  pla,nt  maintenance,  emptying  of  tanks  at  business  premises  etc.  One  of 
the  men  also  cleans  up  after  the  Saturday  Market  a,t  Holbea^ch. 

Staff 


It  was  agreed  that  the  establishment  of  24  could  be  increased  to  25.  The 
maxim-urn  nimnber  of  staff  employed  during  the  year  however,  never  exceeded  24. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  21 , Pour  men  were  taken  on  during  the 
year  and  one  left. 

Protective  Clothing 

The  men  are  provided  with  two  pairs  of  boiler  s-uits,  v/aterproof  coat  and 
leggings,  wellingtons,  three-quarter  length  donlcey  jacket  with  fluorsecent  panel 
on  back  and  gloves. 

Transport 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  six  refuse  collection  vehicles. 
These  consisted  of  one  24  cu.yd.  rear  loading  mo-ving  floor  vehicle  (used  for 
salvage  collection),  four  fore-and-aft  tippers  (one  with  compression  plate) 
and  a 50  cu.yd.  po'wer  loading  vehicle.  Pive  trailers  are  provided  for  salvage 
collection  purposes. 
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By  the  end  of  the  year  five  cesspool  emptier s were  in  service. 

Pour  of  1100  gallons  capacity  and  one  of  14OO  gallons.  Pivo  v;ere  provided 
with  pail  emptying  hoppers. 

A small  tractor  is  used  for  tip  v/ork  and  for  the  loading  of  paper 
and  cardboard  bales, 

A light  van  is  provided  for  sewage  plant  maintenance. 

Present  depot  and  garage  is  not  satisfactory.  hew  premises  are 
necessary  to  provide  satisfactory  working  conditions  for  the  men  and  sa,tisfactory 
houaing  for  the  veliicles. 

Refuse  Collection 

A v/eekly  kerbside  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is  provided  over 
most  of  the  district. 

Special  collections  are  made  on  request.  Charge  is  usually  waived 
when  domestic  furniture  etc,,  is  involved. 

Amongst  the  additions  to  the  collection  routes  was  Eastgate, 

IRiaplode  and  Daniels  Drove,  Dor/ s dale. 

Excellent  co-operation  exists  ivLth  neighbouring  authorities  over 
refuse  collection  along  district  boundo.ries. 

The  changing  character  of  domestic  refuse  with  its  increasing  volume 
together  v/ith  the  greater  distances  to  disposal  points  lead  to  the  need  for  larger 
capacity  vehicles  and  comjpression  devices.  The  obtaining  of  a large  50  cu.yd. 
vehicle  during  the  year  proved  of  veAue  in  reducing  time  spent  in  travelling  to 
tips. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  and  all  reasonable  efforts 
are  made  to  comply  \7ith  the  ususil  Ministry  precautions. 

DisposoA  places  in  use  included  a disused  drain  at  Button  Gowts,  a 
dyke  in  the  Holbee.ch  St.  John^s  area  a.nd  a pit  at  Gedney  Hill. 

Investigations  commenced,  in  conjunction  with  the  SPdLding  Urban  and 
Rural  Councils,  into  the  possibility  of  some  form  of  joint  refuse  disposal. 

Salv3.ge  Collection 


Domestic  salvage,  principally  paper  is  carried  out  at  the  same  time 
3.S  the  refuse,  whilst  special  collections,  mainly  cardboard,  are  nrade  from 
business  premises. 
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Salva^':^e  Disposal 


Over  470  tons  of  paper  e.nd  cardboard  were  sold  during’  the  year^  together 
with  small  quantities  of  textiles  and  various  metals « Total  value  of  salvage 
sales  during  the  year  v/as  £4,308 s 3 2lOd. 

Cesspool  and  Vault  Emut'Ang 

A total  of  12 y 71 5 cesspool  units  Mexe  emptied  during  the  year.  An 
increase  of  over  1 on  the  previous  year. 

The  num.ber  of  vaults  emptied  during  the  year  has,  again,  been  around  the 
2,000  mark. 

No  charges  a,re  made  for  vault  emptying  and  charges  are  only  made  for 
cesspool  emptying  where  the  service  period  is  less  than  tv/elve  months. 

The  cesspool  emptiers  are  also  used  for  such  purposes  as  emptying  settling 
and  humus  tanlcs  at  sev/a.ge  plants,  emptying  street  catchpits,  emptying  tanks  a.t 
business  premises  etc. 

Total  revenue  from  the  cesspool  emptying  service  was  £4, 81 3s  6s  3d. 
Cesspool  and  Vault  Disposal 


Emptying  is  easy  but  dispose,!  is  not.  No  really  satisfactoig^  methods 
for  disposal  are  knov/n.  Those  adopted  include  deposit  on  arable  a,nd  grass  land 
and  in  trenches  a,nd  lagoons.  A site  was  acquired  in  the  Gedney  Hill  area  and 
an  experimental  method  of  disposal  in  straw/  tanks  is  being  tried  out.  An 
attempt  to  obtain  a site  in  the  Gedney  Marsh  a.rea.  from  the  R.AoF.  was  unsuccessful 

Sanitary  Paul  Emptying 

Collections  a.re  made  on  five  evenings  each  week  in  the  urban  areas  of 
Ilolbea.ch,  Long  Sutton  and  Sutton  Bridge. 

A cesspool  emptier  with  a 'p^Al  hopper  is  used  for  the  purpose.  Disposal 
is  by  composting  or  in  lagoons. 

Litter 


Some  40  to  50  large  L~shaped  galvanised  v/ire  bins  are  distributed 
throughout  the  area..  In  addition,  many  business  premises  provide  bins  for 
litter. 

Collection  of  litter  from  bins  on  trunk  road  laybys  is  ca.rried  out  on 
behalf  of  the  Holland  County  Council.

Caravan  Sites 


The  number  of  sites  licensed  as  residential  sites  nov/  number  89,  the  majority 
being  for  single  carCvVans  only.  Visits  wore  mcvde  to  a number  of  sites  to  ascertain 
v/hether  license  conditions  were  being  observed. 
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In  one  particular  case,  failure  by  the  site  ov/ner  to  meet  the  license 
conditions,  despite  repeated  warnings,  resulted  in  the  institution  of  ccurt 
proceedings  at  which,  following  a plea  of  guilty,  the  magistrates  imposed  a 
fine.  Concurrently  the  defendant  undertook  to  carry  out  the  works  necessary 
to  meet  the  license  requirements  within  a period  of  six  months « 

Improvement  Grg.nts  (Housing  Act  1 964) 

Local  Authority 

The  Council  completed  improvements  to  72  houses  at  Main  Road  and  Albert 
Avenue,  Gedney. 

A f^orther  48  houses  are  being  improved  at  Holbeach  St. Marks,  Holbeach 
Hurn,  Fleet  and  Gedney  Hill. 

Private  Schemes 

A total  of  53  grants  v/ere  approved  during  the  year.  36  were  Standard 
Grants  and  17  Liscretionaryo 

Slmi  Cleagance  (Housing  Act  1937) 

A total  of  72  unfit  dv/ellings  v/ere  dealt  Vvuth  during  the  year.  This 
brings  the  total  of  unfit  dwellings  demolished  since  1st,  J.anuary  1955  'to  31st. 
December  I966  to  530.  This  leaves  an  estimated  750  remaining  to  be  dealt  with. 

Tv/o  clearance  aress  in  Holbeach,  comprising  21  houses,  were  confirmed  by 
the  Ministry  of  Hoiising  and  Local  Government.  The  site  of  13  of  them  in  St. 
John  Street  and  Fleet  Street  was  pircchased  by  the  Council.  Two  further 
dwellings  adjacent  were  purchased  by  agreement. 

Tv/o  clearance  areas,  each  with  seven  houses,  were  declared  by  the  Council 
at  Y/haplode  and  Fleet. 

Repair  of  private  dwellings. 

Twelve  dwellings  were  repaired  as  a result  of  informal  notices.  One 
dwelling  was  repaired  after  a formal  notice  had  been  served  under  the  Public 
Health  Act  1936.

Slaughterhouses 

There  are  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  area,  two  at  Long  Sutton, 
one  at  Saracens  Head  a.nd  one  at  Gedney  Hill  where  the  biggest  kill  is  carried 
out . 

Meat  Inspection 

The  number  of  animals  sla-ughtered  and  inspected  in  the  area  during  the 
yea,r  rose  by  about  1^..  The  total  nimber  slaughtered  was  12,515  compared 
with  10,828  in  I965  and  9,808  in  the  previous  year.  This  is  resulting  in 
increasing  amounts  of  the  inspectors  time  being  spent  on  meat  inspection,  on 
occasions  outside  normal  office  hours. 


Tuberculosis  in  meat 


The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  meat,  apart  from  the  avian  variety 
in  pig's,  is  now  practically  nil  due  to  era.dication  schemes  over  the  past  yea-rs. 

In  collaboration  with  Ministry  of  Agriculture  officers,  inspections 
are  made  of  "reactors"  a,nd  "contacts"  notified  as  being  brought,  into  the  area  for 
sla^ughter,  ho  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  arose  other  than  in  such  classes 
of  animals.

Hygiene  of  Pood  Premises 

Routine  inspection  of  food  premises  under  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations 
continued  and  breaches  of  the  regulations  v;ere  brought  to  the  attention  of 
offenders. 


The  continuing  unsatisfactory  conditions  arising  in  one  particular 
food  premises  resulted  in  Court  proceedings  being  taken  when  the  Magistrates 
imposed  total  fines  of  £20  for  seven  offences  against  the  regulations.

In  the  Annual  Report  for  19^5  reference  was  made  to  the  need  for  main 
drainage  in  the  urban  Ooreas.  It  is  plea.sing  to  note  that  1967  will  see  the 
commencement  of  the  Holbea.ch  IJain  Sewera.ge  Scheme j to  be  follov/ed  by  one  for  Long 
Sutton  a;nd  Sutton  Bridge. 

Very  few,  if  any,  rura.l  districts  have  so  ma.ny  sma.ll  se\7age  disposal 
pla.nts  a.s  East  Slloe.  Maintenauiice  hov/ever,  is  not  difficult,  it  is  economic 
maintenance  tlmat  is  the  problem.  The  further  increa.se  in  the  nuiriber  of  small 
plants  has  increa.sed  the  problem  but  the  need  for  improving  effluents  will 
necessitate  more  visits  and  more  frequent  servicing  vn.th  a consequent  increa.se 
in  cost. 


Further  increases  in  refuse  collection  a.reas  ha.ve  ta.ken  place  atnd 
there  are  fev;  pa^rts  where  no  service  is  available.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will 
not  be  long  before  the  fev/  remaining  fortnightly  collection  a.rea.s  a.re  converted 
to  r/eekly  ones. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  salva.ge  sades  ha.ve  a.ga.in  increa.sed. 

Over  50  tons  of  pa.per  more  than  in  1965  were  sold.  Actua.l  increa.se  in  sales 
amounted  to  12-^fS. 


Cesspool  emptying  has  aga.in  increa.sed  and  with  it  has  come  increa.sing 
disposa.l  difficulties.  The  new  composting  site  a.t  G-edney  Hill  should  help  to 
relieve  the  situa.tion  in  the  south  of  the  district.  Further  sites  a.re  needed. 

Sluin  clea.rance  work  progx'essed  and  72  dx/ellings,  compa.red  v/ith  the 
’target’  figu.re  of  50,  were  demolished.  There  is  however  still  much  to  be 
done. 
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Meat  inspection  work  has  increcased  particularly  at  the  premises 
furthest  from  Holbeach, 

It  can  therefore  he  seen  tlm^t  there  have  been  increases  in  almost 
every  section  of  the  Department’s  work.  It  is  particularly  unfortunate 
therefore  that  the  Department  has  lost  an  experienced  inspector , just  as  the 
Holbeach  Main  Sev/erage  Scheme  is  about  to  commence.
